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An Accomptof fome Book*. 
I. The DiriNE HISTORT of the GENESIS of the 
WORLD, explicated and illustrated, London 1670. *n~ . 

THis Author (not thinking fit to give us his Name) taketh nofmall 
pains to explain in this his Book the Genefis of the World , as 'tis 
delivered by Mofes , efteemed by him the only true phifofopher. In 
doing which , he yet profefles , that he diffents not from the Pagan Phi- 
lofophy out of a -Spirit of Contradiction , or to flatter Chrif iianity , but 
retains whatever of truth he hath found therein , and all the *ids of the 
fame, whether they be Plaiomcal Speculations , Peripatetkal Ratiocina- 
tions, or Epicurean Senfations , and even Sceptical Caution itfelf ; af- 
firming , that he is Dogmatical 'only in fuch Pofitions , as he proves by the 
concurrence of Divine Authority, Human Argument, and Senfible Expe- 
riment. 

In his Preface he feems not to be a little difpleafed to hear fome Chrifti- 
an Philofophers affirm , that the very EfTences and Formalities of all Ele- 
mentary , Vegetative and Senfitive Natures , are only Matter and 
Motion. 

In the Body of the Book he endeavors to demonftxate , that the World 
had a Beginning , and labors to difprove the poflibility of the Worlds be- 
ieg ab mterno. 

Then , he attempts to give us from the firft Chapter vof Genefis a Body 
of Natural Philofophy, difcourfing of the Chaos , the Four Elements, 
Quantity, Number, Time, Extenfion, Figure, Ptffofity, Denfity, Rari- 
ty, Gravity, Levity, Reft, Motion, Place, Space, and Vacuity, (which 
laft he rejefts , (hewing himfelf withal a great friend to Motion of Vni- 
on-,) further of Generation and Corruption and the ProcefTe thereof 
together with a Scale and Order of all Generable and Corruptible Nal 
tures. Thenhe proceeds to treat of Heat, Light, Colours, the Air and 
its Elafticity ; where he examines the Torricellian Experiment, not ad- 
mitting that to be anlnftance of Vacuity, but efteeming, that a great 
force of Introfu&ioh (fo he calls it) makes temporary pores and pervious 
pafiages ; by which the A ir pafies through the Body of Mercury it fe!f iR- 
tt> the Tube, and thereby is fo very much expanded. 

After this he confiders Cold, Sound, Meteors, Water, Odors, Sapors 
the Flux and Reflux of Waters , prefenting withr>! his Hypcthcfis of 
Tjdes , and affigning certain Criteria, totrv its truth by; which done, 
he goes on to treat of the Earth, and of what is confined in the Bowels 
thereof; handling a Ifo of Drinefs, Confidence, Magnecifme, sad Ele- 
ctricity.* Further he (hews himfelf a gre>t Favorer to the Reft of the 
Earth ; and having taken great pains to affert the fa me ^howfuccefsfullv, 
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good Aftronomers may judge) he paffes on to difcourfe of Vegetables ; 
then of the Celeftial Bodies , and among them of Comets , which he fup- 
pofech to be made up of the Mthereal Effluvia of the Luminaries , or the 
Conptvia of the Ethereal matter • as Aereal Meteors are made of 
Vapors. 

Further, he difcourfes of the Formation of Fifties and Fowls ^ then, of 
Senfation, Imagination, Appetite-, Beafts, Man, Human Body, Human 
Body, Human Spirit, the image of God in Man, and the Immortality of 
the Human Soul .• where he reprefents Man as the Centrick Orbe of 
the whole World , making him the AbflraU thereof, and that one Na- 
ture , which all other Creatures do circumferentially refpcd, relating to 
him one way or another , as fo many lines in a Circle to the Center. 
IntheCIofey he observes two things j 

1. The Symmetrical and Uniform Chorography of the whole MafTe of 
Matter, and of the feveral parts thereof, exactly ad jutted according to 
the more or lefs Denfity of their Matter , and the more or lefs Activity of 
their Qualities - r viz. the Super- xt her (as he terms it) or the utmoft Cir- 
cumference of the World ; and within that , the ALther •, and within this, 
the Air - y and within them a-11 , the Terraqueotts Globe , and infnoft Center 
thereof. 

2. Theeafie Comprehenfion of the^e of the World, according to 
the Mofaical Chronohgj •. there being in that not above 150 Generations 
between Vs and Adam , in regard that that Sacred Writing enumeratetb, 
from Adam to Chrifi inclusively , no more than 76 Generations -, and al- 
lowing 4 Generations to every Century fince the Nativity of Chrift, the 
Total will not exceed the number above-fpecified.

THis Venetian philofopher acquaints the Curious in this Book with 
fome Obfervations , made by himfelf in two late Earth-quakes, and 
by others alfo, in the laft about Ragttfa , whence he thinks an Argument 
may be drawn to confirm , among other proofs, the Diurnal Motion of 
the Earth. 

His Obfervations are , that in thofe Earth-quakes himfelf did find , Be- 
fides i/ubfulting perpendicular motion , found by others , a concomitant 
Lateral one , from tvefi to Eafi ; which latter he conceives was not cau- 
fed by the former, (which he alfo endeavors to prove) but only difcovered 
by.it : juftastheprogreffivc Motion of a Boat, carried with a ftillftream, 
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is not produced > but only made fenfible , from an accidental check) to aferfon, that 
foall have been put in it afleep , when it was at reft,, but awakens > after it was 
rhade to fwim down a ftiil River }, who will think himfelf un-moved » till the 
B:at meet with fome flop , whereby for the time its courfe will either be hindred , 
or difturbed > and he made fenfible of his being in motion. 

He alledges divers other Obfervations , made of Rviers, fufpended Bells , and 
Church- Lamps > which were all obferved by himfelf and many others to have like- 
wife the faid lateral and vibrating motion. Whereupon he admotw'fheth hit Readers, 
that th«y would , on the like occafions , take very particular notice of all the feveral 
motions in Earthquakes » and then eonfider with themfelves , whether from fuch Obfer- 
vations 3 univetfally made , importing, that the Earth in Earth-quakes is vibrated to- 
wards the Eaft , and that that Vibration cannot proceed from its fuccuflation j. (which 
is onely able to caufe a perpendicular motion in the trembling Earth, ) it may. be 
validly inferred >~ that the Earth hath a Diurnal 1'iogteslive Motion from Welt to 
Eaft.

In the doing of which he makerb diligent refearch of alt 
Writers of Chronology in general , and then examins frrticularly the Variety of their 
Opinions concerning the Subjeft under Gonfideration jdileovcring much lnduftry and 
Learning in sll-thefe Inquiries.

TO' this Treatife is prefixed an Epifile of Doctor Thomas Bartholin concerning 
this very Book and Argument J by which it appeareth , that this Author is not 
contented with AriSotle to enquire , Why bitter or ftrong-fented Medica- 
ments and Plants do mofily purge, and fragrant ones provoke to urine j nor with Gd- 
left;, to find out their Vcrtuesby the Colour , Smell and Tafte , but proceeds to par- 
ticular Experiments j and examines alfo , How and upon what account the Vermes of 
Plants are difcoverable by the Smell and Tafte ; defcending to the confideration of the 
ftveral Particles, Figures, and Pores, upon which the diveifity of thofe Senfations de- 
pends ; and fuper-adding the Experiments of fober Chymifts , and the Principles of the 
Ctrtcfian Pbilofophv, to thofe of A 'rifiotk and Galen. 

Mean while the Learned Bartholin commends very much the knowledge and ufeof 
fimple Native Medicins, efpedaily prepared of Pomejiique Plants, and directs to 
fuch at home , as may perform the part of Exotic\s. Wli.re he fpecifieth the ufe of 
European Poc^. inftead of Rhubarb; of Elder inftead of Sena ; of Cumphry inflead 
of Mechoacan% of Jr»infiead of Jalap, Sic. For Purgatives he finds, at home Green 
Barley, the Powder of Jt. John's Wort , &c. Hetakethour Walhnts 10 be aS'ucce- 
daneum to Nutmegs J the Root of Angelica to Coftus ; Scordium or Penny- Royal to the 
Viftamne of Crete ; the S-.tp of Fire, to Opobalfamum ; the Geranium Mofchatum, or 
fweet fented Cranes- Bill, to the Indian a/imJj, &r. 

Having done this, he mafceth a Reflexion on the Inciicsrures taken from Plants by 
their Tafte , andoblerveth , that though much may be thence collected , yet Experience 
is the Chief Maficr of all : w'«:e he dsldasns not to recommend even to great l>hy~ 
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ficianstheufeof fimpte Medietas made oF Herbs, ufed by plain Cetmtrey-men , Kat- 
ies, Farriers, &c. affirming, that the chief of the Antitnt Phyficians, as Celftts t 
Scribonim, Marctllus, Dhfcorides and others have done fo. 

He takethnotke, Sirft, That the external likenefs in fome Plants is not to be alto- 
gether defpifed 5 affirming, that from 'thence itwasdifcoveied, that our .Afbw&A, like 
to Guaiacum , is conducive to the Lues Venerea , arid other Maligne Difeafes. Se- 
condly, That neither the outward Signature is to be totally neglected 5 fincethe Antients 
thereby did firft difcover , that Hypericum was good for wounds ; Pulmonaria for the 
Langs; Saxifraga, for the GraveU Wmtsfot the Diflempers of the He:d. Where he 
notes , that thefe (ignes do not fo much reipeft the parts of the Body, as their Diftemper. 

He concludethwith obferviiig , that thofe Plants ^hich afford Salts of the like Figure, 
feem to evince a likenefs in their Vertues, Upon this accompt he compareth together 
Wormwood and Pellitery on the Wall; Baulm and fennel i Lkmjb and Capillus Ve- 
neris j Rtfcmary and Eugojfe* &c. 

The Treatife it felf , to v.hich this Epift'e is an Introduction, is directed ro Medical 
Praftice , and enlarged with divers ufeful Obfervationsfor the fake of young Phyficians.

THis Book came but very lately to our view* And that the extravagant Name of its 
Subject may not takeoff fober men From confidering it , we fhall ar the very firft 
tell them , that by this affected word of Lite Luna nothing elfe is meant here, than 
T lores Argenti , or a fine white porous and friable Earth , infipid and without fcent , djf- 
foluble in water , and tinging it with a milky colour , and fometjmes railing a kind of 
ebullition in it ; found commonly in Silver-Mines, and in them fublimed and flicking to 
the roofs of the rocky Hirrs 5 having a drying and abflerfive quality , and therefore good a- 
gainft the affln of fharp humors in ulcerated parts J fervingalfo for an excellent Cofme- 
ticJ^. All which particulars are at large deduced and difcourfed upon by the Author ; 
who obferveth, firft, That Gefner in his Book of Vofftls taketh good notice of this 
Mineral Earth j and affirms it to be found in the Mountains of Helvetia, elpecially 
that , which is called Mount Pilat. From whom he thinks that others , as Eoethim a 
Soot, OlausWormius, Jldrovandus, Calceolarias, and others, have taken the hint. 

Secondly, He maketh the matter of this Earth to be the Metallick Vapors of Silver- 
Ore , by fome fermentation raifed and fublimed, and then condenfed. 

Thirdly, Having commended its jhjferfive and Co fmetique quality, he giveth this fol- 
lowing Recipe j

Hamborougb , called Hcilige Land, belonging to the Duke of Holftein t and h\ $ihjia 
near Brufnii^.
